Making the ASI accountable to students

When | took office. my one major goai was to make the 
associated students of CSUS accountable to the 20 
thousand students on this campus.” said ASI President 
Heyman Matlock during a recent interview 

Matiock took the office of AS! president last May after 
narrowly defeating former Senate Chair Patti Payne ina 
controversial election, which required three vote recounts 
before a winner was Officially announced Since taking of- 
fice. Matlock has worked closely with the current ASI 
Senate on matters of student interests 

Sirice they were not here during the summer. | took on 
some of their responsibilites The Senate accepted this 
because they realized these things. particularly the 
budget. had to be done.” said Matiock “They made 
changes where they thought they were needed.” added 
Matlock,” we talked out our differences 

The 1977-78 budget engendered heated debate 
following the proposal by the Senate to cut three 
programs, EOP. Barrio Art, and Chicanito Science, from 
the budget The final budget, which gained President 
James Bond's approval Sept. 12, allocated funds to 30 
programs, including the three programs which had been 
cut from earlier proposed budgets 

Concerning the budget, Matlock stated that he felt the 
Senate accomplished its tasks despite criticism from the 


Chicanito Science Project and Barrio Art These 
organizations contended their funding was inadequate 
No one is going to get what they want.’ said Matiock “we 
only have so much money to work with ” 

Presently Matlock is very pleased with the working 
relationship he has with the Senate. “We are both trying to 
make AS! accountable to the students, and by doing this 
hope to make the faculty and administration also ac 
Countable to the students,” said Matlock “Together we 
are playing the mediator role.” added Matlock 


Matlock hopes to achieve this accountability through 
such functions as the Sept. 26 Student Summit. This was 
to give students accessibility to the AS! and ASI 
programs " Matlock added. ‘This is the first such summit 
of perhaps two or three thoughout the year 

Matlock also noted that he and the Senate are working 
toward more student control in programming and are 
changing the operations in the ASI business office 

Having student contributions to all phases of campus 
life is one of Matiock's goals. “At the moment, Gene Gini is 
setting up a student advisory board for the Health Center 


and Robert Moore is checking out classroom conditions 
Matlock said “With the improvement of the State Hornet 
the Senate has already been made more accountable to 
the students.” added Matiock

Sacramento Women’s Center fights for $25,000 funding

The Sacramento Women's Center gained a major vic- 
tory at the Sacramento Area Opportunity Council 
(SAEOC) meeting, Thursday evening, when recommen- 
dations to drop funding of the center were overruled by an 
8 to 3 vote 

Supporters of the women's center, wearing white arm 
bands with red clinched fists encircled by the feminine 
sign, crowded the Housing and Redevelopment Agency 
conference room to protest the SAEOC Finance Com- 
mittee proposal to discontinue funding of the center 
When the women's center representatives were permitted 
to go before the board to appeal its «ecommendation, all 
the supporters stood up 

The women's center is divided into three major 
programs. Mother Emergency Stress Service (funded by 
county revenue), the Rape Crisis Service (funded by Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration) and the 
Women's Informational Service (funded by SAEOQC) The 
controversy was centered on the funding of the Women's 


Informational Service 

Barbara Ward, administrative co - ordinator of the 
Women's Informational Service, said the program was 
under a three - year phase out contract with the SAEOC 
This year there was to be a one third cut infunds Reasons 
why the SAEOC Finance Committee recommended tota! 
withdrawal of funds are unciear, Commissioner Robert 
James, questioned by the women's center rep: 2sen- 
tatives, answered that other priorities were to be con 

fered by the SAEOC board This remark was met by a 
yeil from the crowd “In other words, you're saying women 
are not a priority.” The comment brought cheers and ap 
plause from members of the audience 

Whether the center was using poverty funds to support 
the ERA legislature was brought up as a reason to cut back 
funds. This Ward felt was a “loaded question.” Ward said 
members of the center did support the ERA but “it takes a 
vote not money 

Commissioner Francis Hayes interrupted the debate to 
recommend the refunding of the center Her recommen- 
dation was seconded by Commissioner George Heard 
Hayes went on to clarify the problems with the finance 


committee, which until that Monday. when Hayes sat on 

the committee, was made up of three white males Hayes 

felt that if the board cut off funds to the women’s center 
we re asking for trouble’ 

Trouble is what would have resulted according to 
Ward The women's center was willing to file a sex dis 
crimination suit against the SAEOC based on the make up 
of the finance committee The committee did not have fair 
representation said Ward Hayes’ appointment. according 
to Ward, was merely a ‘token’ appointment since Hayes 
was appointed to the committee ‘after the fact 

Joan Reiss, chair of the SAEOC. accepted res- 
ponsibility for the composition of the finance committee 
She apologized to the audience and the women’s center 

Though the women’s center won the $20,005 
allocation, Ward says they will ‘still deal with the finance 
committee’ The center does not want to see this unfair 
representation happen again Ward said that the Planning 
and Evaiuation Committee is made up of nine - ten 
members while the finance committee has only four 
members. This she feeis is hardly fair representation 
Ward does not want to see other agencies go through the 


same hassles as the women's center 

The women’s center, dealing with about every type of 
problem encountered by women in the community. wants 
to be seif supporting Though additional aid could be 
sought through a state grant. a self supporting women's 
center would be ideal Ward hopes to see the center ex- 
pand and reach more women 

Due to the one - third cut in this year's budget, the 
newsletter put out by the women’s center will be dis- 
continued Ward says she hopes the center wil! start its 
own newspaper, as of now there are no definite plans 

The center plans to start an outreach program in the 
Dei Paso Heights, Oak Park and the South areas Ward 
would like to see “sister chapters” in those areas so that 
women can go to a piace close to home 

Considerations to expand the center's bookstore to in- 
clude the sale of women’s handcrafts is also in the works 

The many services provided by the center are entirely 
free. It is run by carefully screened volunteers. Many 
graduate students in the masters program in counseling at 
CSUS and some CSUS faculty donate their time to the

The program was designed and 
implemented in 1975 to enable the 
California State University and 
College system to take advantage of 
CSUS' unique location in the state's 
capital. “I'm very pleased with the 
program,” said O'Brien, “we have had 
excellent cooperation and our efforts 
have been very much as a team.” 

Students and facuity are provided 
with opportunities to integrate 
academic training with practical ex- 
perience gained from internships 
with state and federal agencies, with 
the legislature, and with public 
interest groups in Sacramerito.

' Campus parking 


solutions abound

Jim Leese, senior parking officer 
on Campus, says he and his staff will 
try to find you a legal piace to park! 

'f you are unable to find your 
designated parking space and tired of 
driving in circles; go to the Campus 
Police Office next to the Student 
Health Center. There the campus 
police will find out by walkie - talkie, 
which lots still have openings. 


Leese knows that at least two 
decals are sold for every available 
parking space. He and Sgt. Sid 
Donnell are the men who have 
thought of alternatives to the parking 
problem. Leese would like to see all 
black-decal spots be converted to 
five-hour meters. Other coin lots 
would be available for students 
without stickers. Green. lot entry 
would be by a card activation system 
limiting student parking either by ac- 
cident or by design 

“if class hours were varied a little 
more there would be less hassle dur- 
ing the 10 to 11 morning hours,” says 
Leese. “if some classes were over at 
9:30 and 10:30 it would free parking 
places for the incoming crowd during 
peak usage hours,” Leese added. 

Presently green, Lot 4A near the 
University Union, will soon be 
changed to accommodate 150 more 
black deca! parkers. The lot near the 
football field has up to 500 day 
openings after the first two weeks of 
the semester. These places are just 
waiting for you, while the jots toward 
the front of the campus have cars 
waiting in line. Leese says it taxes 
Only 12 minutes to walk from the foot- 
bail iot to the administration bidg. So, 
if you are into physical fitness, this is 
the piace to park. 

Sgt. Sid Donnell feels that perhaps 


Spaces that are closer to class could, 


be more expensive. Then, if you don't 
want to walk a long way and you are 
willing to pay more for your sticker, 
parking should be easier This seems 
@ good idea: !t leaves the freedom of 
choice up to the student 


Campus Police admitted that the 
only stickers that really ensure you a 
parking place on campus are those is- 
sued to the dorm residents because 
their cars are parked overnight. The 
police are also aware that some par- 
king spaces for the handicapped are 
not always in use. However, the police 
insist that such spaces must be main- 
tained only for the handicapped. 


The greatest number of tickets, 40 
to 70 percent, are issued to people 
without stickers who are illegally 
parked. Parking tickets range from $2 
to $10 per offense. But, if you feel you 
have been issued a ticket unfairly, you 
can go to the campus police and talk it 
over. They are willing to listen. 


If you have had only bad ex- 
periences with campus police, like 
finding those awful yellow things on 
your windshield, you will be surprised 
to find out how really understanding 
Leese and Donnel are. They know 
things are tough out there and they 
want to help. So, if you can't find a 
place to park, take them up on their 
offer, and ask them to heip you find 
one.

The parking situation on campus is terrible There is nu escaping that fact 
The spontaneous anger and frustration this brings about is a yearly 
phenomenon that usually regress to a steady boil by the third or fourth week of 
classes 

The Campus Police Department has the job of managing the parking 
problem They do their best, but are subject to pressure and Castigation from 
both the student body and administration This treatment is undeserved since 
ultimately the solution rests witha higher authority It would be nice if we could 
place it in God's hands. but whether they want it or not. it belongs to the ad- 
ministration 

Jim Leese, campus Parking officer, believes our logjam stems from one 
basic cause we haven't got enough parking places. The university is 
SUDPOSEd to sell Only two black decals for each parking slot by present prac- 
tice the number may run as high as four or five It has been suggested that the 
university build a high-rise Parking lot on campus, buta Study has shown this 
might cost as high as $12,000 per space 


Confronted with these facts. Leese offers several alternatives He suggests 
that if anybody runs intoa parking problem he should present it tothe Campus 
Police Station The police will try to find him a spot. Leese believes that ifclass 
scheduling was changed to include more afternoon classes. the n orning 

crush” might not be as bad He would like to see all black decal park: 3 lots 

converted to five-hour parking meters and coin lots available to students 
without stickers Eventually there could be a system which provided "choice 
parking spots closer to campus facilities for a more expensive sticker 

Leese’s concern and suggestions show that his heart is in the right place 
but we feel that some of his alternatives could add to the present confusion 

We applaud the fact that his office wil! attempt to help students find a par- 
king space but no one with five minutes to get to class can afford to go through 
such a process Rescheduling classes might help. but chances are. this 
proposal would meet with ambivalence At present most students and faculty 
seem to favor getting classes out of the way by early afternoon 


Doing away with black decal lots for five-hour Parking meters is just another 
form of insidious taxation We get the feeling that we'll end up paying more 
money for the same thing We might eventually reach the point where closer 
Parking piaces will sell for a premium That doesn't seem fair 

It would seem to us that a number of other alternatives are open More par- 
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king spaced are needed. but where? If a high-rise parking structure is finan- 
Ciaily prohibitive, only the empty fields by the freeway could provide additional 
parking If these were made into new lots. some type of bus or shuttle service to 
the heart of the campus would also be needed Perhaps an automated 
walkway. a moving sidewalk would be the answer Sucha system would have to 
be cheaper than a high-rise parking lot costing $12,000 a space 


If any reader has ideas on how to solve this mess. please direct them to us or 
the administration. The only way to solve the problem is with some concen 
trated yelling and viable alternatives

In addition to this general education review books can increase LSAT 
scores. Taking the LSAT is not something the pre-law student has done 
every day it has probably been since high schoo! that the student has taken a 
three and one — half hour IBM test The questions are obtise and the response 
patterns desired is not always clear 


Studying review books helps to set the candidate in the nght frame of mind 
Confidence is very important for this test because of the intense pressures If 
the student has taken similar practice tests a thousand times before he will 
probably feel more confident 


Practice tests also give a student an idea of howthe ETS people think Their 
concept of terms Such as grammar diction. or reduncancy may be quite 
different from the student's 


Hundreds of trial runs also help a student's speed The LSAT is a quick test 
Few people are able to finish all sections in time Ina test for which five ques 
trons unanswered can drop the score 30 to 40 points. every question counts 
Pacing 1s important and the test - taker must learn not to qet hooked up ona 
hard question Practice will teach him onan operational basis how to deal with

Tiny Powell aided Janice La Von 
on the tune “How Blue Can You Get?” 
Throughout the set John Hartsman 
showed his mastery of electric blues 
Alternating among a fender guitar,

The president of California's 
largest professors union has ques- 
tioned Governor Brown's com- 
mitment to the union movement and 
working people, the topic of a Brown 
Labor Day speech.

The program's manager, Bo Kreis 
RN says “student interns are 


available on a one - to - one basis to 
provide birth control information.” 
Also, group discussions are held 
every Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday to cover basic information, 
various methods of protection, and to 
answer questions. Contraceptives are 
available to students, and should the 
need arise. free and confidential 
pregnancy and VD. tests are also 
available 

In addition to Kreis, three aides. 
two nurse practitioners, one 
gynecologist, and 17 specially trained 
students complete the staff at the 
Birth Control Clinic. Duties of student 
interns include speaking 
engagements as part of the out - 
reach publicity program now getting

CSUS President James Bond 
Opened his door to the campus com- 
munity again last Friday between 2 
and 4pm He found himseif faced 
with a variety of problems and re- 
quests from students and facuity 
Topics ranged from parking tickets to 
affirmative action 

The program. begun three weeks 
ago by Bond. allows anyone with a 
problem, grievance, or suggestion an 
opportunity to present it in person to 
the president 

The Friday Open Door Policy will 
continue said Bond, “as long as we 
have traffic 

“It is a chance for me to keep in 
touch with the everyday activities of 
the campus,” said Bond 

“We are being as assiduuus in res- 
ponding to these proble:ns as pos- 
sible,” continued Bond “We want to 
keep our service image foremost 

The first to take advantage of 
Bond's availability were students 
Peter Young, a member of the Univer- 
sity Planning and Budget Committee 
and Diane Shepherd. Both were 
concerned about the AS! budget and 
wanted a definite commitnient to EOP 
funding 

Young and Shepherd were aiso 
concerned about the use of proper 
channels for athletic funding re- 
quests 

‘These (the requests) should gcto 
the vice president for business af- 
fairs,” said Young. “But sometimes 
they come directiy to the ASI.” 

About the meeting Young said 
“He was very warm, concerned and 
constructive.” 

Lou Gearing, also a student, came 
to see if he could get Bond to 
intervene on his behalf concerning a 
Campus parking citation 

Ellen Rosser, a member of the 
English department faculty, and ac- 
ting chair of affirmative action, talked 
to Bond about women in faculty and 
administrative positions on campus 

“We would like to see more

The Experimental Coliege is a 


Student Government program 
funded by ASI. It's a small, 
independent schoo! that offers 


classes taught by CSUS students. 

What makes this program special 
is tnat classes such as Biackjack, 
Buddhism, Ballet, Radio Broad- 
casting, and Herstory (woman in his- 
tory) are offered. These courses are 
taught at CSUS or in private homes, 
and are open to everyone. 

The Experimental Coliege began 
in 1968, at a time many protest 
movements were in progress. The 
reason for starting the program was 
to get students involved in courses 
not offered in CSUS's curriculum. 

First students were only able to 
take the basic subjects to be math, 
English and science. In the Ex- 
perimental College, students have a 
change in the ciassroom situation 
and there is no administrative controi.
